“One,” the British preferential tariff; “two,” intermediate 
tariff: “three,” general tariff. . 

The first applies as at present to Great Britain and 
British Colonies which already enjoy its benefit. 

The intermediate tariff is not brought into actual force at 
once but held for the purpose of negotiation with foreign coun- 
tries who may be desirous of trading with us on a fair basis. 
The government's purpose is to hold it as a standing offer to 
all foreign countries to make reciprocal tariff arrangements
